BOY WAITS FOR 
DRUG DECISION 


Adam, six, needs ‘high cost’ treatment to fight cancer

A boy who needs a combination of 
expensive drugs to fight his rare 
and aggressive cancer has been told 
he must wait for NHS approval be¬ 
fore he can have the treatment. 

Six-year-old Adam Bird, from 
Epsom, is waiting for a primary 
care trust (PCT) board to approve a 
“high cost” drug to start a new 
course of chemotherapy, after he 
failed to respond to the last course 
of treatment. 

Adam’s father, Nick, said: “The 
whole point of this is that you don’t 
know what’s going to happen. He 
may get his treatment tomorrow, 
the day after or next week. All I 
know is he had two months of not 
responding to treatment and now 
he’s well enough and his blood 
count is high. The sooner he starts 
the new treatment, the better. 

“Waiting for the bureaucracy to be 
dealt with is not easy. We know he 
did not respond to the treatments

before, but he did not get any worse 
either. We just don’t know how long 
he is going to stay like this and this 
new combination of drugs might be 
the only thing that works.” 

According to Mr Bird, Adam’s 
consultant and the other experts at 
the Royal Marsden, where Adam is 
being treated, believe temozolomide 
and irinotecan are the best combi¬ 
nation of drugs to try next. 

They are new to neuroblastoma 
treatment, although they are rou¬ 
tinely used in relapsed children. But 
they are classified as “high cost” 
drugs and can be given only in ex¬ 
ceptional cases after a formal ap¬ 
proval process. 

Adam’s family launched Adam’s 
Appeal to raise £300,000 to take him 
to America for immunotherapy 
once the other stages of his treat¬ 


ment in the UK are finished. They 
have raised £88,000 with the help of 
the community and football fans. 

A spokesman for NHS Surrey 
said: “Since receiving this request 
on Friday afternoon [April 30], 
we’re giving this top priority and 
doing all we can to make a decision 
as fast as possible. We need to make 
sure we have all the information 
about a patient and their circum¬ 
stances, as well as the treatment 
that is being requested. 

“We’re working with clinicians at 
the Royal Marsden to gather the in¬ 
formation we need to make the deci¬ 
sion quickly. We will take into 
account the likely effectiveness of 
the treatment and hope the family 
will know the outcome by the end of 
this week.”

funds £10k 


The fund launched last week to 
fight the appeals by Tesco 
against the refusals of two ap¬ 
plications to build a supermar¬ 
ket in Ashtead has raised more 
than £10,000. 

Last week the Epsom 
Guardian reported how 
Ashtead Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (ARA) and campaigning 
group Save Ashtead Village 
Environment (Save) had 
launched a joint appeal for 
help with the costs of a plan¬ 
ning specialist and a barris¬ 
ter, to represent “residents’ 
interests”. 

Paul Le Versha, chairman of 
the ARA said: “We have been 
very encouraged by the level of

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support we have received for 
this initiative. The target is a 
demanding one and the time 
available is short but we are 
determined to give it our best 
shot, as the outcome of the 
public inquiry will have a 
major impact upon the charac¬ 
ter of our village. 

“We will continue to work 
closely with Save and other 
community representatives to 
fight for a development that 
would be an asset to the vil¬ 
lage. Tesco’s proposals are sim¬ 
ply too big.” 

Their goal is to raise £25,000 


to employ a planning specialist 
and a barrister to represent 
the village’s interests at the 
public inquiry, which is due to 
start on July 20. 

So far the fund has received 
more than £10,000 in donations 
including a cheque of £1,000. 

Leaflets giving background 
to the appeal and providing de¬ 
tails of how contributions can 
be made have been delivered to 
homes throughout the village. 

ARA and Save believe the 
proposed store is too big for the 
site and the surrounding in¬ 
frastructure. 

Gillian Russell, representing 
Save, said: “Thank you to ev¬ 
eryone who has contributed so 


far. More than 6,000 people 
signed Save’s petitions - if 
only 800 people donated £25 
each we would reach our tar¬ 
get, but all donations are very 
welcome. Save will continue to 
fight for a smaller store, self 
contained on the Esso site with 
only a front entrance to sup¬ 
port our local shops, on-site 
parking and no change to the 
current car parking arrange¬ 
ments in the village.”

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Survey on disabled blue 
badge charges 'a sham’ 


A council that approved con¬ 
troversial parking charges for 
the disabled did not start its 
consultation with those affect¬ 
ed until after enquiries from 
the Epsom Guardian. 

Epsom and Ewell Council is 
due to implement parking 
charges for blue badge holders 
on July 1, but said it would still 
carry out consultation with 
those affected. 

Council officers said two 
weeks ago the council would 
consult blue badge holders 
“through a paper and electron¬ 
ic survey and focus groups” 
and claimed representative 
groups would also be invited to 
“discuss the issues and put for¬ 
ward their views”. 

But now, with less than two 
months to go until the imple¬ 
mentation of the charges - and 
two months after a decision 
was made - the council has 
started an online survey with 
the borough’s blue badge hold¬ 
ers, running until May 17.

In March, an attempt by the 
council to consult the Epsom 
Access Group failed, as it 
could not reach an agreement 
during a meeting. 

Geoff Jelly, chairman of the 
Epsom Access Group said: “I 
would like to ensure people 
are aware the council has de¬ 
cided to charge blue badge 
holders to park in council car 
parks and therefore this con¬ 
sultation is very much ‘after 
the fact’ in that regard. 

“The action of the Access 
Group is undoubtedly a princi¬ 
pled stand, but at the heart of 
it is the belief the council 
should consult properly with 
disabled people before deci¬ 
sions are taken that affect 
them and not after, as they are 
doing with the questionnaire.” 

Conservative councillor 
Sean Sullivan said: “The Resi¬ 
dents’ Associations (RA) 


should never have started this 
process and now the nastiness 
of their policy is shown by 
their ‘consultation’ being ex¬ 
posed as a sham. 

“If there is no consultation 
there can be no charging of 
blue badge holders.” 

In February, RA councillors 
voted in favour of scrapping 
free parking for blue badge 
holders, in a series of swinge¬ 
ing budget cuts, despite opposi¬ 
tion from disabled residents 
and groups, councillors and 
the incumbent MP for Epsom 
and Ewell, Chris Grayling. 

The Epsom Guardian has 
since been appealing for coun¬ 
cillors to change their minds 
and reverse their decision and 
keep the badge free. 

Coun Robert Leach, chair¬ 
man of the RA group, declined 
to comment on the matter. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Blue badge holders who park 
in the Ashley Centre over the 
survey period will be offered a 


copy of the survey and an invi¬ 
tation to join the focus group 
when they exchange their tick¬ 
et at the car park office. 

“Officers patrolling the coun¬ 
cil’s other car parks will place 
the document on the wind¬ 
screen of cars displaying blue 
badges. 

“The council has sent sur¬ 
veys to a selected group of its 
Citizen Panel members, indi¬ 
viduals on the Surrey Adult 
Linked Disability Register and 
to the Mid Surrey People with 
Disabilities Empowerment 
Board. 

“The Council for Voluntary 
Services has sent surveys and 
information on our behalf to 
52 local groups and to individu¬ 
als on their list, where this 
may be relevant. The Surrey 
Coalition for Disabled People 
has mentioned the survey in 
its newsletter. 

“The survey is open until 
May 17. The focus groups will 
take place on May 27.”

'Your vote is important’ 



Students voting for the first 
time had the chance to ask 
local candidates questions 
during a debate at their 
school. 

Glyn Technology School stu¬ 
dents asked questions at the 
debate attended by Conserva¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate 
Chris Grayling, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Jonathan Lees and 
Labour Craig Montgomery, as 
well as Elizabeth Wallace, 
from UKIP, and Peter Ticher, 
from the Radical Reform 
group. 

At the hustings on Friday, 
April 30, at the Epsom school, 
pupils questioned the candi¬ 
dates on topics such as educa¬ 
tion, the voting system and 
multiculturalism. 

All candidates stressed the 
importance of exercising the 
right to vote and urged the 
sixth form pupils to take part 
in the electoral process today 
(Thursday). 

Mrs Wallace said: “The im¬ 
portant thing is that you are 
going to take part in the fu¬ 
ture. You are going to use this 
advantage that you have, that 
you can make a difference. You 
must never give in to the feel¬ 
ing you are not important and 
that what you want and what 
you feel about what you see is 
not important.” 

During the debate candidate 
Mr Lees defended an electoral 


reform and proportional 
representation. 

He said: “The system as it is 
now means 500,000 people’s 
votes can make a difference. 
How can we claim we have a 
democratic system when only 
that amount of votes will 
make a difference?” 

Mr Grayling said: “I think 
the most important part of 
our democratic system is 
being able to vote for a person 
to represent a constituency” 

On the topic of a multicul¬ 
tural society, all candidates 
agreed multiculturalism was a 
positive thing. 

Mr Grayling said: “What I 
want us to do is to champion 
the differences but also to be 
joined together as part of the 
UK and it’s really important 
we achieve both things.” 

Mr Montgomery said he sup¬ 
ported a multicultural society. 

He said: “It needs to be a so¬ 
ciety where people of all faiths 
are respected and we have 
passed a lot of equality legisla¬ 
tion in the past 13 years to en¬ 
sure that.” 

Mr Ticher said he was in 
favour of multiculturalism 
but would like to see better im¬ 
migration controls to avoid 
overcrowding.

1. What is the most impor¬ 
tant national issue to you 
and why? 

“The economy is definitely 
the most important national 
issue for us. I am changing 
jobs next month and a grow¬ 
ing recovery in the economy 
will be crucial for my job se¬ 
curity and family wellbeing. 
Also, my wife is a self-em¬ 
ployed food safety trainer and 
very reliant on local busi¬ 
nesses for work. We have 
weathered the worst of the 
recession so far and would be 
fearful of anything that 
would jeopardise the begin¬ 


nings of economic recovery 
and raise unemployment. We 
both have bitter memories of 
the severity of the Tory re¬ 
cession in the 1980s.” 

2. What’s the most impor¬ 
tant local issue to you and 
why? 

“Our most important local 
issue is Epsom Hospital. On 
the occasions we have used 
the hospital, the standard of 
care has been excellent. Also, 
with a young family, it is very 
important and reassuring to 
have an accident and emer¬ 
gency facility close by. We 
have watched the waiting 
lists come down over the 
years and we would be con¬ 
cerned if the current stan¬ 
dard of care and service was 


under threat by cuts and 
falling investment.” 

3. Would you rather pay 
more tax or suffer a cut in 
services? 

“It is clear the Government 
finances are in a poor state 
following the global economic 
downturn of the past two 
years and the good times are 
over. It is going to take some 
time to balance the books and 
I think reluctantly, all mea¬ 
sures need to be looked at. Re¬ 
alistically, I think both tax 
rises and cuts in service need 
to take place. Hopefully doing 
both in smaller measures 
would cushion the worst ex¬ 
cesses of service cuts or tax 
rises on the most vulnerable, 
and help avoid the sort of 


situation Greece is in at 
present.” 

4. How will you be voting? 

“We will both be voting 
Labour at this election. We 
believe Gordon Brown is the 
best candidate to get us 
through this difficult time. I 
think the Tory cuts will be 
too severe and threaten the 
economic recovery and I just 
do not think the Lib Dem 
policies stand up to serious 
scrutiny I like a politician 
who puts hard work and in¬ 
tellect before spin and presen¬ 
tation. Unemployment can be 
devastating and I believe 
Labour will do its best to min¬ 
imise unemployment while I 
think the Tories believe it is a 
price worth paying.” 


Candidates 
on the air 


The three major party candi¬ 
dates for Epsom and Ewell set 
out their differing views in in¬ 
terviews with Epsom Hospital 
radio. 

In three special programmes, 
which are being broadcast reg¬ 
ularly to patients at Epsom 
Hospital, Conservative Chris 
Grayling, Liberal Democrat 
Jonathan Lees and Labour 
candidate Craig Montgomery 
talked about their policies and 
answered questions posed to 
them by patients. 

During the programmes the 
three politicians also gave 
three highly personal portraits 
of themselves and their hopes 
for the future. 

Presenter Jeff Matthew said: 
“We gave each candidate the 
opportunity to talk freely and 
what we got were three engag¬ 
ing and very personal conver¬ 
sations. 

“Each of them comes from a 
very different background and 
they talked candidly about 
themselves and their priorities 
for the UK and for us here in 
Epsom.

Heart man’s 485-mile row 


Saving with

An Epsom man will undertake a 
gruelling row from London to 
Paris next week, despite having a 
heart attack while training on a 
rowing machine. 

Roger Davis, 62, from Burdon 
Lane, will undergo the six-day 
challenge, rowing three hours on 
and three hours off continuously. 

He will set off on Sunday, May 9, 
rowing down the Thames and out 
to sea before reaching France and 
travelling to Paris via the Seine. 

The journey, with 11 other row¬ 
ers, spans 485 miles and will raise 
money for the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution (RNLI). 

He said: “I feel apprehensive. 
It’s exiting but its also very de¬ 
manding. But I look challenge in 
the eye. I’m not dead, I’m 62, so 
I’m proving I can still do things. 
Life stops when you die.” 

This is just the latest in a series 
of eye-watering challenges for Mr 
Davis, director of an IT company. 

Last year, he took part in a race 
to the North Pole, despite suffer¬ 
ing the heart attack in training. 

At the time, he thought he had 
pulled a muscle but, when the 
pain continued for several days, 
his wife took him to hospital. 

He was fitted with a stent valve

and, two weeks later, was training 
again for his journey. 

The challenge involved 25 days 
of walking across the pole, with 
temperatures reaching -61C. 

Mr Davis has run the London 
Marathon three times and done 
five Tough Guy races, with obsta¬ 
cle courses testing endurance. 

Last month, he carried out a 
sponsored row on a machine for 
Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

He said: “When I had the heart 
attack, I didn’t have second 
thoughts about going to the pole. I 
don’t want to sit in an old people’s 
home and regret. 

“They’ve given me a defibrilla¬ 
tor to take on this rowing trip in 
case I have a heart attack. Obsta¬ 
cles may be thrown in my way but 
I’ll never give up.”

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NSPCC centre closure to leave 
gap in care for vulnerable kids

Hundreds of young victims of 
sexual abuse, and their fami¬ 
lies, could be left without sup¬ 
port in the area, following a 
decision by the NSPCC to 
shut one of its help centres in 
Leatherhead. 

The centre in Bridge Street, 
which caters for the whole 
county, helps about 280 chil¬ 
dren and their families cope 
with the aftermath of sexual 
abuse, but the NSPCC said it 
no longer had the resources to 
keep it open and would close 
it in April 2011. 

As well as offering individu¬ 
al and group counselling ser¬ 
vices, the centre also operates 
a witness protection service 
for children who have to give 
evidence at court. 

Nikki Bird, a Thames Dit- 
ton-based home school link 
worker, who has begun a cam¬ 
paign with some of the fami¬ 
lies who use the centre, said 
its closure would leave child- 
sexual abuse victims in Sur¬ 
rey vulnerable. 

She said: “No other provider 
in Surrey has the same capac¬ 
ity. It bases its services on the 
need of the child and families 
who have used the centre have 
told me when they have begun 


using it there is an instant 
feeling of support from the 
people who work there.” 

The NSPCC has a centre in 
Croydon that offers the same 
services but, in a letter to Ms 
Bird, the charity’s chief exec¬ 
utive Andrew Flanagan ad¬ 
mitted many Surrey residents 
would not have access to it 

He said: “We have to ac¬ 
knowledge we cannot be ev¬ 


erywhere - we do not have the 
resources to help every child 
face to face.” 

Ms Bird said the people who 
could not access the centre in 
Croydon were effectively 
being abandoned. 

She said: “There is nothing 
in Surrey to take the centre’s 
place - nowhere else has the 
experience. In Surrey you 
have a service to help children 


who have abused other chil¬ 
dren and workshops and pro¬ 
grammes for paedophiles. 
These services are equally 
needed, but the answer is not 
to take away the one thing that 
helps children who have been 
abused. It’s madness. 

“Abused children have first 
of all been let down by an 
adult in the most horrible 
way. They often also let down 


by the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. To come out of that with 
the support this centre offers 
is at last a light at the end of 
the tunnel after the awful 
journey they have been 
through.” 

Ms Bird and her fellow cam¬ 
paigner have now set up a pe¬ 
tition and have also sent a 
letter to the trustees of the 
NSPCC. 

Ms Bird said: “We won’t go 
away - we will fight every step 
of the way for children in Sur¬ 
rey.” 

A mother of one of the chil¬ 
dren who uses the centre in 
Leatherhead said her family 
could not travel to Croydon 
and the closure of the 
Leatherhead centre would be 
a catastrophe for her family. 

She said: “At the Leather¬ 
head centre, they do coun¬ 
selling for parents and carers. 
You need the support yourself 
and you need to know how 
best to deal with your child. 

“The support is ongoing be¬ 
cause they get such a relation¬ 
ship with the counsellors. It is 
like a home from home for the 
children.”

Children’s 
centre start 
is delayed 


A newly-built, fully-staffed 
£2m children’s centre set to 
open this month will not offer 
services to parents for at least 
six months. 

Surrey County Council’s Ap¬ 
plewood Children’s Centre, in 
Tadworth, was due to open its 
doors to offer respite for fami¬ 
lies with disabled children, but 
parents have received a letter 
saying the centre has no set 
date to start functioning.

Two doctors have returned 
from helping people living 
in remote villages of Nepal. 

Paediatric registrar Jo 
Morris and accident and 
emergency doctor Phil 
Dart spent two weeks in 
health clinics in the vil¬ 
lages of Deurali and Kha- 
ranitar. 

People living in the vil¬ 
lages face a six-hour walk 
to the nearest road and a 


further four to six hours 
drive to the nearest hospi¬ 
tal the capital, Kathmandu. 

The pair, who work for 
Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS 
Trust, travelled as part of 
Health Partnership Nepal. 

Dr Dart said: “It was an 
incredible experience and a 
fantastic opportunity. Help¬ 
ing people who otherwise 
don’t have access to proper 


healthcare gives you a 
great sense of job satisfac¬ 
tion, and of course, makes 
you realise just how lucky 
we are. 

“We saw people who had 
been putting up with 
painful conditions simply 
because the walk to Kath¬ 
mandu is too much for 
them to take on.” 

During their stay the doc¬ 
tors worked 13-hour days 


and saw about 50 patients 
in each clinic a day. 

Miss Morris said: “It was 
very tiring work, and even 
after a long day there were 
no home comforts for us - 
we slept on the floor, there 
wasn’t any running water 
for three days and the food 
was pretty basic, but it was 
all definitely character 
building. I would highly 
recommend it.”

Children’s eye clinics 


New eye clinics have 
opened for visually im¬ 
paired children who have 
cancer, brain injuries, mul¬ 
tiple disabilities or com¬ 
plex health needs. 

Thanks to a new initia¬ 
tive, Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust has introduced eye 
clinics specifically for 
children from the Royal 
Marsden Hospital in Sut¬ 
ton and the Children’s 
Trust in Tadworth. 

Jane Leitch, consultant 
paediatric opthamologist 
at the trust, helped set up 
the new clinics, which 
opened in September and 
provide services to 32 pa¬ 
tients a month. 

She said: “Some children 
may not be able to commu¬ 
nicate with their carers 


and doctors the way 
healthy children can, some 
- such as those with neuro¬ 
disabilities or brain tu¬ 
mours - may be of a 
speaking age but actually 
require tests designed for 
younger children. These 
new clinics give us that 
flexibility. They mean 
we can take our time to 
make sure the child is get¬ 
ting the best possible indi¬ 
vidual care. 

“For all these children, 
it’s important that their 
treatment - whether as an 
outpatient at our eye clinic 
or an inpatient at another 
hospital - is delivered at 
the right pace, in the right 
surroundings, with the 
children’s carers able to 
ask as many questions as 
they need to.” 


Council will cut carbon 


Surrey County Council has 
approved a plan to cut its car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions by 20 
per cent and save an estimat¬ 
ed £llm on its energy bills 
over the next four years. 

This would be a saving 
of 21,000 tonnes of carbon, or 
the equivalent of travelling 
almost 63m miles in an aver¬ 
age car. 

At a meeting of the cabinet 
on Tuesday, Surrey County 
Council leader Dr Andrew 
Povey and his leadership 
team approved the carbon and 
energy policy, which sets out 
a series of measures to cut 
the council’s carbon footprint 
and save money on its energy 
bills by 2014. 

These include improving the 
energy efficiency of council 


buildings by 20 per cent, re¬ 
ducing CO 2 emissions from 
council premises by 20 per 
cent and reducing carbon 
emissions from streetlights 
by 20 per cent by 2015. 

Dr Povey said: “Cutting en¬ 
ergy use will also reduce our 
energy bills, providing better 
value for money for Surrey 
taxpayers. We all have to 
tackle climate change and it is 
important the council does 
all it can to reduce its 
carbon footprint.” 

The cabinet also endorsed 
the Surrey climate change 
strategy, which outlines how 
the county council, Surrey’s 
11 borough and district coun¬ 
cils, the police and the prima¬ 
ry care trust will work 
together to tackle the issue.

I expressed a wish that 
owners of all aggressive dogs 
should keep them on leads or 
muzzle them, and I did not 
condemn this breed in par¬ 
ticular or their owners. 


I have the fondest memo¬ 
ries of looking after my aunt 
and uncle’s lovely pedigree 
Staffordshire bull terrier as 
a child. 

He was the most friendly 
and gentle dog you could 
imagine, and never showed 
any aggression at all. 

The dog that attacked us 
was completely different. 

It was a rescue dog and its 
breeding and background 


were unknown to the new 
owner. It had already shown 
severe aggression to my dog, 
and for these reasons it 
should always have been 
kept on a lead. 

My charity, Animal Welfare 
of Luxor (Awol), educates 
people in poor villages in 
Luxor, Egypt, to care better 
for their animals, and to cor¬ 
rectly and comfortably re¬ 
strain dogs and equines. 


We make and supply free 
dog collars and equine tack, 
and we also give free veteri¬ 
nary treatment and 
medicines.

A consultation at Cheyham 
Lodge clinic will include taking 
an extremely detailed case 
history, followed by a thorough 
examination. All the information 
is then collated before treat¬ 
ment/management is discussed. 

When required, the clinic can 
refer you for further investiga¬ 
tions if this is likely to help your 
treatment, but this is rarely nec¬ 
essary. Assuming the diagnosis is 
straightforward, most people 
notice a significant reduction in 
headaches within a few weeks 
(complex or longstanding prob¬ 
lems may require longer). 

Top tips for headache sufferers: 


■ keep a diary to try to identify 
any trigger factors; 

■ eat well/healthily and avoid 
skipping meals; 

■ drink plenty of water - at 
least two litres a day. 

■ reduce intake of caffeine*, 
alcohol and soft drinks contain¬ 
ing artificial sweeteners; 

■ maintain a regular sleep 
pattern - if possible avoid shift 
work, long lie-ins and too many 
late nights; 

■ try to get some fresh air and 
gentle exercise most days; 

■ take regular short breaks 
from work, especially if your 
work is repetitive or involves 
looking at computer screens and 
using keyboards for long periods; 

■ make your working environ¬ 
ment as comfortable as possible 
(eg adjust chair height, eliminate 
glare from windows, lighting or 
reflective surfaces, adjust the 
computer screen to correct 
height, maintain good ventilation 
etc); 

■ practice relaxation tech¬ 
niques to rid the body of tension 
and stress.

INFLATION HITS 
DOUBLE FIGURES 


But surge in house prices not expected to continue indefinitely 


THERE was renewed optimism 
among estate agents this week 
with the news that the annual 
rate of house price inflation in 
the UK has hit double figures for 
the first time since June 2007.

While the shortage of mortgage funding and 
the loss of confidence in the housing market 
are still causing serious frustration - with over a 
third of respondents saying their chances of 
buying a home of their own are worse than a 
year ago - the public’s general belief in home- 
ownership is undented, with just under nine out 
of ten respondents (89 per cent) stating that 
they regard it as a sensible investment in their 
future. 

A virtually identical YouGov survey carried out 
for the NHMB two years ago, in 2008 - before 
the worst of the banking crisis and global credit 
crunch - produced a figure of 90 per cent. In 
last year’s 2009 YouGov survey, it dropped 
marginally to 88 per cent, before bouncing 
back to 89 per cent this year 
David Pretty CBE, Chairman of the New 
Homes Marketing Board, said today: “Even 
though the economic situation has worsened 
dramatically since our first survey on this 
subject two years ago, our latest look at 


underlying demand for home ownership shows 
that it remains very strong. Our national belief 
in the benefits of home-ownership seems 
almost unshakeable, which is quite remarkable 
given the current economic situation. 

“However, this climate is still serving to thwart 
home ownership ambitions more than at any 
time in modern history, with 43 per cent of 
respondents putting their plans on hold citing 
difficulties in either obtaining a mortgage (26 
per cent), saving for the larger deposits when 
their bills and daily expenses are rising (44 per 
cent) or lack of confidence in the market (23 
per cent). Looking at the results of this latest 
survey, it is clear that this is causing frustration 
and resentment. It is particularly frustrating for 
those buyers who are creditworthy and have a 
reasonable deposit but who simply cannot get 
a suitable mortgage,” he said. 

Underlining this message, 46 per cent of 
respondents planning to buy a property 
expected to have to delay buying homes by 
remaining with their parents (15 per cent) or 
continuing to rent their existing residence (24 
per cent), and more than half (60 per cent) felt 
frustrated by their situation. 

Some 59 per cent of those who plan to buy 
property say they will contemplate buying a 


home when the market improves. This figure is 
down from 64 per cent last year, as frustrations 
continue to take their toll. 

David Pretty said: “We said after last year’s 
survey that too many people were prevented 
from buying by the shortage of mortgages, 
which couldn’t even satisfy the demand that 
existed then, as well as by punitive rates of 
interest for first-timers and the need for much 
larger deposits. The housing market is showing 
signs of early improvement but the economy is 
still fragile and housing output has slumped to 
the lowest peacetime levels for 80 years. As a 
result, demand far outstrips supply and the 
backlog continues to grow. 

“I have in the past warned that this could drive 
pent-up demand to dangerously high levels - 
something which is now coming true. The 
housing backlog across the country, which has 
been substantial for some years, is now 
approaching 1 million by the end of this year 
and could, on current form, be 2 million by 
2020 . “ 

He added: “Sooner or later this unsatisfied 
demand will be released into a market which 
will not be able to satisfy it. This will put strong 
upward pressure on house prices once again, 
and that certainly won’t benefit housebuyers.” 


In last year’s survey, aspiring buyers re-iterated 
pleas for more Government help for first-time 
buyers, with over half of respondents 
supporting the introduction of a Government- 
backed deposit savings scheme for first-time 
buyers, which David Pretty has been pressing 
Ministers to introduce for the past three years. 
Mr Pretty said the industry is urging the 
Government and the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders to do everything possible to improve 
liquidity and mortgage availability, adding: "I am 
repeating my call for the setting-up of a 
National Homes Deposit Savings Scheme. 
This will actively encourage youngsters to save 
for their deposit well in advance, with a 25 per 
cent tax free contribution from Government on 
top of their savings.”

Record-breaker Machin is back to raise the bar 


Epsom & Ewell’s international 
high jumper Julia Machin 
returns to the annual Surrey 
County outdoor track and field 
championships at Kings- 
meadow Stadium on Saturday 
after an absence of two years, 
writes Tom Poliak. 

Machin, formerly Julia 
Bennett, will be competing in 
the senior women’s high jump 
(11am) and the long jump 
(3pm). 

She goes into the meet in 
good form, having set a UK age 


group indoor record for over- 
40s at Lee Valley in late March, 
clearing 1.78m. 

Now 40, she last competed in 
the outdoor championships in 
2007, when she took gold in the 
senior high jump and silver in 
the long jump. 

She also won the high jump 
at the indoor championships 
at Sutton in 2007, 2009 and in 
March this year. 

Machin has been competing 
in county championships for 
almost three decades, having 


made her debut as an 11-year- 
old at Wimbledon Park in 1981, 
when she finished ninth in her 
U13 girls 800m heat. 

She reached her first final in 
1983, finishing fifth in the U15 
girls’ high jump, and came 10th 
in the long jump. 

Her first medal came in 
taking bronze in the U17 
women’s high jump at Motspur 
Park in 1985, with her first title 
coming three years later, when 
she won the women’s 
heptathlon at Woking. 


Also in 1988, Machin won the 
first of many high jump gold 
medals at Tooting Bee, with a 
then-personal best of 1.70m. 

In all, she has won the county 
outdoor title 11 times and the 
indoor championship four. 

She boasts a high jump best 
of 1.92m, set in winning the 
English women’s indoor title 
at RAF Cosford in 1990. 

Tomorrow’s programme at 
Kingsmeadow starts at 10am. 

The final event, the U15 boys’ 
400m, is due off at 5.25pm.
